For Recognition 


WASHINGTON, (PP) Full 
AMmcrica diptomatic recognition 
of Israel appears certain some- 
time next week as a followup to 
a $100,000.000 loan to the new 
Jewish nation. 

The American government took 
a big step toward this objective 
by granting the loan to the pro- 
yisional Israeli government—— $35,- 
000,000 immediately and $45,000, - 
000 more during the year. } 

President Truman last May 14 
—a few minutes after the new 
state was proclaimed——recognized 
a “de facto’’ government, 
Meaning that the United States 
regards it as in fact the ruling 
authority there. Oct. 24 he an- 
nounced he had ordered quick 
handling of loan applications from 
Israel. Full recognition is called 
“de jure.” 

The loan approval makes Ameri- 
can money available to @evelop
